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THE SPECIES OF ODONTOMYIA FOUND IN THE UNITED STATES. 

BY DR. L. T. DAY. 

In this paper I have confined myself exelusivel}’ to the descrip- 
tion of the species found in the United States. 

0. limbijjennis Macq. I liave left out entirely, for the following 
renson : on pnge 255 of Baron Osten Sacken’s vnlnable catalogue 
of 2s'. A. Diptera. note 57. he says: The label in ^lacqiuirt's 

handwriting in Mr. Bigot’s collection bears Amet'ica, with a 
query; the query is omitted in the Dipt. Exot. I doubt that this 
is a North American species.” Of the Canadian species O, {Sfraf- 
tomijii) canadensis Walk., and 0. inequalis Loew, Hudson Bay 
Ter., only the latter has l>e(‘n identified ; probably the former 
never will be. Of the Mexican species none have been identitied. 
Of the Cuban, 0. rajipes and 0. scalar is Loew are marked as 
being identified. Olivier, in the Encycl. Method, viii, gives the 
following generic characters, which I insert in the original, as 
the,y may be of service to some :

Face promi- 
nent, black, and sparsely pubescent with golden pile ; a well- 
defined eminence is situated beneath the antennae. Oral aperture 
small, proboscis black, so also labii and palpi. Thorax black, 
covered with golden pubeseenee. Scutellum concolorous, also 
clothed with the pile, the terminal bristles brownish yellow. 
Halteres green. Abdomen dark yellow ; the median stripe black 
and forms a triangular spot in each segment, the base anterior. 
Venter lirownish 3 'ellow. Legs luteous. Wings hemline; third 
longitudinal vein simple ; the discal cell emits two veins.

Probos- 
cis black. Thorax black, sparsely pubescent, bordered laterally 
with yellowish green, extending to the posterior angles. TMeune 
yellowish green, with a central narrow black stripe extending to 
beneath the halteres. Scntellum green, apical spines ^^ellowish. 
Halteres green. Abdomen green, with a central black irregular 
stripi?, which terminates in the middle of the last segment. Legs 
yellowish, concolorous. Wings hyaline, veins yellow, the third 
longitudinal simple; the discal cell emits three veins.

Thorax black, 
pubescent with yellow, the lateral borders and posterior angles 
green ; there is also a greenish s])ot on each side of the thorax 
near the median line crossing the transverse suture. Pleura? green, 
clothed with vellowish pile. Scntellum }^ellowish green ; the 
apical spines yellow, tipped with black. Halteres green. Abdo- 
men green, with a black median stripe ; the posterior half of the 
terminal segment green. Venter wholl}^ green. Legs reddish ; 
the anterior and middle tibio3 inarkedlv tipped with black, the 
posterior obscurely so; all the tarsi tipped with black. Wings 
hyaline ; veins yellow ; third longitudinal simple ; the discoidal 
cell emits three valid veins.

Abdomen green, with a eentral black stripe widening posteriorly ; 
at the incisures the blaek extends quite to the lateral borders. Legs 
brownish yellow ; tarsi blackish. Wings hyaline ; veins 3^ellow ; 
the third longitudinal simple ; the discal eell emits three veins,

of the front, base of anteninv, dorsum of thorax and abdomen 
black ; lateral sj)ots in the median line of the abdomen almost 
united, and venter wholly yellow. Legs luteoiis; two submarginal 
cells; fo u r po s 1 e r i or.

Head pale 3XII0W. Face obtuse, immaculate. Occiput, exee])t 
the orbit, blaek. Superior third of the front blaek ; in posterior 
margin two obsolete luteous dots ; in front the unequal black band 
is seen, eomi)osed of two large spots running into the sides, 
Antennm blaek; base reddish brown. Dorsum of thorax, except 
the humeri and posterior angles, blaek, anreous tomentose, 
toward the borders thickly clothed. Sentellum 3'ellow ; base 
blaek; apical teeth small, subapproximale, toward the ajxx black. 
Pleurie wholly immaculate, greenish yellow, in lilV* without doubt 
green. Abdomen black ; second, thii\l and fourth segments each 
with a single yellow triangular spot ; or greenish yellow, concave 
aiitm’iorlv, and the acute angle extending nearly to the middle of 
the alxhnneii ; posterior and lateral margins of the tiftli segment 
yellow, yet the transverse smearing blaek and more pronounced ; 
sixth segment 3*ellow. Venter wholly yellowish green or green, 
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immaenhite. Legs liiteoiis ; tarsi, from the apex of the first joint, 
brownish black. Wings pure hyaline; veins strongly ochreons ; 
third longitudinal with braneh ; discal cell emits two veins.

Green. Dorsum of the thorax, exeept the lateral borders and 
two disks, punctate; metanotum and abdominal stripes blaek ;

Vertical triangle black; base green; frontal triangle minute, 
black. First two joints of the antenme eylindrical, snbeqiial, of 
ferruginous red. Face totally green, not prominent, toward the 
oral aperture strongly receding. Keel moderately convex and 
obtuse. Proboscis pale ; palpi coneolorous, labelli black. Dorsum 
of thorax blaek ; two small spots and lateral borders green. 
Pleime green ; breast grayish black. Scutellnm totally green ; 
metanotum blaek. Abdomen green ; the stripe towards the base 
of the first segment strong!}^ dilated, in the second and third 
segments profoundly emarginated, and the two points in the 
angle of the fourth segment black. A'enter wholly green. Legs 
ferruginous red ; the lirst half of the femora and base of the 
tibiiai yellow ; the apex of the anterior femora, the a[>ex of the 
anterior tibim and all the tarsi blaek, but the posterior metatarsus 
excei)t the apex and base of the anterior, ferruginous red. Wings 
purely hyaline; veins strongly ochreons; third longitudinal with- 
out branch ; the discal cell emits three equal veins.

Odo‘*tomyia Dsiopkuhalma Lo(‘w. Cent, vi, 23. 

Black, varied green, e^^es strongly pilose, second joint of the 
antemife half as short as the first. Legs Inteons, femora exeept 
the apex black, one submarginal cell of the wings, live posterior. 

Long. eorp. 4^1 lin., long. al. 3^ lin. 

Head black; face eoncolorons, shortly conical, two transverse 
spots constituting narrowly interrupted bands, and two lesser at 
the anterior margin of the eye pale yellow. Eyes clothed with 
compact long hair. First two joints of the antenme dark yellow, 
toward the apex obscure, the second one-half, and the last longer 
than the first ; the third joint is wanting in this specimen. Dor- 
sum of thorax with rough sub-luteous black hair, |)osterior angle 
yellowish green. Pleurae coneolorous, whitish hair, two spots of 
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a yellowish green, the larger ones of a hroken angular form, the 
smaller oblong ovate. Scut(‘lliim black, narrowly bordered with 
yellowish green. Abdomen blaek, the whole margin and spots 
both a third part green, in the second segment a sj)ot large and 
triangular, not reaeliing to the anterior margin : the third mod- 
erate and transverse, the fourth narrow. Venter wholly green. 
Legs luteoiis or Inteo-oehreous, femora except the apex black. 
AVings hyaline, veins thiekly oehreous, third longitudinal without 
a branch, the diseal cell emits three equal veins. 

JlaJ ). — New York; New Jersey. 

Note. —This species on account of the first joint of the antennoi beini; 
longer than the second strongly distinguishes between Stratiomyiie and 
Odontomyiie, and as it were intermediate on account of the simple straight 
third longitudinal vein refers this genus to the Odontomyia rather than 
Stratiomyiae.

Blaek, bare, sentellum toothed, apex of femora and tibia?, and 
])ase of tibiic and tarsi testaceous ; second abdominal segment, 
third and fourth j>osterior margins near the border and all of the 
lifth Inteseent ; face protuberant, extraordinarily prominent, first 
joint of the antenme longer than the second, veins of the wings 
strongly fuscous, four posterior cells and two submargimil.

Blaek, shining, bare, whitish, short pubescent. Head concolor- 
on>, longitudinal fossa of the front and both margins testaceous. 
Face extraordinarily prominent, protuberant, obtuse, lateral 
margins of the month strongly dilated. Prolioseis black, stock 
drawn out, head long and very thick. Antenme drawn out, black, 
first joint once and a-lialf as long as the second. • Sentellum wholly 
black, teeth fiisco-testaceoiis. Posterior margins of the second 
abdominal segment, third and fourth toward the side of the abdo- 
men of a luteseent color, thus three narrow bands are seen, broadly 
interrupted: the posterior margin of the lifth segment wholly 
luteseent. Venter blaek. a broad disk unequal and darkly Intes- 
cent. This abdominal ])ieture in living specimens I suspect to be 
wholly green. Legs black, apex of the femora, base and apex of 
the tibitU and first and last joints of the tarsi except the apex fnsco- 
liiteo-testaeeous. Wings hyaline, veins strongly brownish black. 
c()stal and third longitudinal subfuseons toward the ai)cx. third 
longitudinal vein with erect branch, diseoidnl cell emits two veins.

Blnck aiul varied, sciitelluiii without teeth, two sub- 

marginal cells, five posterior.

Black and yellow varied, clothed with pale pubescence. Head 
3 ^ellow ; lateral frontal stripes black, broad, abbreviated anteriorly, 
posteriorly with a black spot cohering with the vertex ; a large black 
spot on the face. Anteniun black, first joint a little longer than the 
second. Proboscis wholly black, palpi concoloroiis. Dorsum of 
thorax black, margin of the posterior angles pale yellow. Pleura^ 
pale yellow, black maculated ; breast black. Scntelliim shortened, 
pale yellow, toward the base black. Abdomen broad, sidiidanum, 
black, from tlie angle of the first segment, a spot extends laterally 
from the anterior to the posterior margins, narrow in the third 
and fourtli margins posteriorly and in the abdominal margin, all 
pale yellow. Venter whollv pale. Legs black, apex of all the 
femora, first half of anterior tibiie and base of anterior and poste- 
rior tarsi dilute 3 'ellow or whitish. Wings pure hyaline, veins 
stronglv ochreous, third longitudinal with branch, tluisismade 
two marginal cells; discal cell emits three veins of which the one 
preceding the last is much shorter. 

Hah . — North Wisconsin (Kennicot). 

Note. —T he mmiber of posterior cells in distinguishing Odontomyia 
causes note, which is greatly relied upon ; less is determined hy making out 
the number of submarginal cells, in those species where theie is only one 
subinarginal cell, which does not happen rarely, as the third vein may be 
with a branch ; or where two submarginal cells are found, this branch 
may be wanting. 

Odontomyia pilima^a Lopw, ^ 9 Cent, vi, 27. 

. Black, anteninie red, dorsum of thorax in both sexes aiireous 
tomentose, abdomen green, median stripe black, legs liitcoiis. 
anterior and posterior tibim and metatarsus hairy lieneath ; four 
posterior cells, one submarginal.

Legs brownish, first half of the femora and base of tibiae yellow, 
apical half of tibiae and tarsi brownish black; two snbinarginal 
cells, five posterior.

Delated to Ofhnifomyia meyoct^phala ^ but the head is smaller 
and diverse other markings 'on the abdomen. Vertical triangle 
black, yet the base green ; frontal triangle minute black. First 
two joints of the antenine cylindrical, eipial ; the iirst brownish 
black ; the second femiginous red ; the third joint in this de- 
scrib(‘d specimen is wanting. Face green, superior margin black, 
not pi’ominent ; towards the oral aperture strongly receding, 
obtuse carinate. Proboscis dilute yellow, palpi coneoloroiis, 
labelli black. Dorsum of thorax black, posterior angles green. 
Sciitellnin green, black spot of the base broadl}" triangular. 
Pleiine green, a moderately dilute snbfiiscoiis spot. Abdomen 
black, angle of the first segment, a large lateral spot in the second 
and third, extending to the anterior and [)osterior margins, sepa- 
rated from the anterior margin by a black band, a lesser siibrotnnd 
spot in the fourth segment, and the posterior and lateral borders 
of the hftli segment green. Venter wholly grc'cii. Femora dilute 
yellow, second half of anterior, last third of middle, and apex of 
posterior ferruginous red ; tibia* ferriiginoiis red; apical half of 
anterior, apex of posterior, brownish black ; tarsi brownish black; 
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first joint of posterior, except the apex, reddish, and Ijase of the 
lowest anterior, brown. Wings pure hyaline, valid veins obscurely 
oclireoiis, third longitudinal with branch ; the discal eell emits 
three equal veins.

<5- Month deep, black, pale within ; hypostoma with an elev ated 
testaceous knob; antenine deep black, terminal joint beneath 
dusky, testaceous ; thorax blackish, with hardly perceptible hairs;

horizontal, white ; wings white ; poisers white, with a whitish 
glaucous capitulum ; feet yellowish white ; abdomen subquadrate, 
mneh depressed, white; tergnm with a series of large black spots 
almost eoniieeted together.
